Roosevelt Nominates Claude R. 
Wickard of Indiana as Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Claude R. Wickard, Indiana farm- 
er, was nominated by President 
Roosevelt today to succeed Henry 
A: Wallace, the Democratic vice- 


presidential nominee, as Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

Since last winter, Wickard has 
been Undersecretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

Roosevelt also sent to the Sen- 
ate the nomination of Paul H. Ap- 
pleby of Maryland to succeed 
Wickard as Undersecretary. Ap- 
pleby has sefved as an assistant to 
Wallace since he entered the Cab- 
inet in 1933. 

Stephen Early, presidential sec- 
retary, said Wickard was promoted 
because of President Roosevelt’s 
desire to have the Agriculture De- 
partment directed by someone 
from within its own organization. 
Wickard is the operator of a 
large farm in Indiana which spe- 
cializes in the production of corn 
and hogs. 

He is 47 years old and a grad- 
uate of Purdue University. He 
was elected to the Indiana State 
Senate in 1932 and resigned in 1934

seven days. 

“Of these, 377 were bombers 
or fighter bombers, or 73 per 
'cent of the enemy’s losses, the 
announcerent said. 

The seven-day total of this an- 
nouncement refers to German 
planes shot down in combat and 
does not include those downed 
by anti-aircraft fire or other 
causes. A tabulation of figures 
in the British communiques 
gives a total of 567 German 
planes downed Aug. 12 to 18, in- 
clusive. 

German claims for the period

are 773 British planes destroyed, 
compared to 194 German craft.

NTELLIGENCE of f icers, 

many of them lawyers in civil 

life, are attached to each 
squadron of the Royal Air Force, 
to take the tallies of their opera- 
tions against the Nazi air force 
and forward them to the Air 
Ministry, where the final totals 
are compiled. 

Each pilot has to hand in a 
signed combat report, in which 
casualties are split into three 
categories: 

Destroyed, covering only planes 
which are seen to blow up, to 
be hopelessly afire or to crash 
on land or sea;

Damaged, covering those seen 
to have suffered severe damage 
from hits but which still are 
able to fly.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ELEN TRAUBEL, Wagnerian s0- 
prano, is reported to have said that 
she has noticed a growing antagonism 
in American audiences toward Wagner 
and is leaving his music out of her pro- 
grams. If this be true, it is time that 
the American people look this particular 
type of antagonism squarely in the face 
and correct it before it is too late. 

To condemn the music of Richard Wag- 
ner, written nearly 100 years ago, be- 
cause we do not approve the happenings 
of the past few years is a sign that the 
ugly head of sheer prejudice, blind fury 
and unthinking intolerance may still be 
alive and flourishing in our land. 

Can it be possible for people to forsake 
reason and tolerance to such an extent 
that they feel aversion and prejudice to 
the work and art of a man who lived a 
century ago because of his nationality? 

Wagner was a creator, an inspired mu- 
sician, who gave to the world music that 
has become sacred to everyone through 
its depth and beauty. His work tran- 
scends all boundaries, all creeds or col- 
ors. Can we afford to shut our ears and 
put fetters on his sublime expressions 
and inspired music in “Lohengrin,” “Tris- 
tan and Isolde,” “Siegfried,” “Parsifal” 
and the others? 

If we can, or feel that we can, it is a 
sign that already we have traveled far 
into the depths of intolerance. America, 
so young, so clear-sighted, so level-head- 
ed, must not fall into this pit of blind, 
unthinking, unreasoning prejudice. It 
must remain a land where things are 
viewed dispassionately, where science is 
fostered, culture and civilization encour- 
aged and the message and inspiration of 
the arts held a sacred thing for its own 
sake.

ORSON WELLES BULLITT. 

Mr. Bullitt, the brilliant and erratic Ambassador to 
France, made a radio speech yesterday in the man- 
ner of Orson Welles announcing the arrival of Mar- 
tian hordes in New Jersey. One of our great nation- 
al heroes is Paul Revere, who roused the sleeping 
farmers of Middlesex on April 18, 1875, to repel the 
British invasion. The only excuse, however, 
a speech like Mr. Bullitt’s is that the American peo- 
ple are sound asleep—that they are deaf, dumb and 
blind to the events in Europe. 

Mr. Bullitt has been abroad for some Years and 
perhaps can be excused for not being aware of the 
temper and alertness of the country. From the po- 
tato farms of Maine to the sandy wastes of Arizona, 
the tidings have long ago gone forth that Adolf 
Hitler is a menace to the United States, so that 
Mr. Bullitt’s excited beating of the tom-tom does 
not exactly come under the head of news. 

Since when have the American people become 80 


stupid, so lethargic, so unspeakably insensible to. 


what is going on in the world that they must be 
talked to like a lot of kindergarten children, as Mr. 
Bullitt did yesterday? Perhaps the Ambassador has 
been so concerned with Europe that he does not 
know this is not the case. 

While Mr. Bullitt was still in Europe, this coun- 
try, through its elected representatives, has been 
acting fast and decisively to protect itself. At the 
instance of the President, Congress has appropriated 
10 billions for defense with hardly a dissenting vote. 
Our factories, arsenals and shipyards are being tuned 
up to the greatest preparedness drive in history. A 
plan for conscription of our manhood—the first 
peacetime move of the kind in our history—is in the 
making. On every front we are moving with the 
utmost speed to protect our shores from any danger 
that may confront us, 

What we need now is calm, cool direction of this 
great national effort. In the years that our pos- 
sible adversary, Hitler, was rearming, he did not try 
to frighten the German people out of their wits. He 
put them to work. But the effect of speeches like 
Mr. Bullitt’s is to create an unwholesome fear psy- 
chosis; it is to produce the condition vulgarly known 
as jitters. Is this the mental attitude desirable for 
a great defense effort? 

Decidedly not. Of course, the fact is that Mr. Bul- 
litt, as his record and previous statements make 
clear, is a pro-interventionist. He is one of those 
who thinks we should get into the European war, 
and this is evident from his recommendation that 
we sell destroyers to England immediately. That 
this proposition would be an act of war should be 
known to Mr. Bullitt, and probably is known. 

If not, we refer him to the recent address of Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh of the Senate Naval Committee, 
in which he said: 


The transfer of naval destroyers from our flag 
to the British flag, no matter by what method 
or device, makes mockery of our declared policy 
of neutrality and non-intervention. It is an act 
of belligerency and of war. Who, desiring to 
keep out of war, can deny that fact? 


What are the standards which should govern the 
behavior -and the public statements of our diplo- 
mats? For making a pro-Ally speech, James H. R. 
Cromwell, former Minister to Canada, was soundly 
rebuked by Secretary Hull. For saying that Amer- 
ica should feed the starving people of German-occu- 
pied Belgium, Ambassador Cudahy was recalled to 
Washington and publicly scolded by Undersecretary 
Sumner Welles. For, in effect, advocating the en- 
trance of the United States into the European war, 
what will happen to Mr. Roosevelt’s fair-haired boy, 
William C. Bullitt?

This great and powerful and intelligent nation 
does not need the outpourings of the administra- 
tion’s Boy Scouts, of which Mr. Bullitt is the most 
notable and most juvenile example, to remind it in 
frenzied terms that the world is in flames. What it 
needs is strong, quiet administration of the colossal 
defense program voted by Congress. What it needs 
is something of the same indomitable spirit that in- 
fused the hearts of Americans when they fought the 
Revolutionary War, when they fought the War Be- 
tween the States, when they conquered the wilder- 
ness of the West. 

Those things were not done by radio oratory. 
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How did we ever get the impression that Mr. Bul- 
litt was an American Ambassador, instead of an 
Ambassador te America?

MUSIC IN THE EARS. 

That merry jingle bells sound we all are hearing 
just now is not the signal of an unseasonal visit from 
our old friend, Santa Claus. It is nothing more than 
a prosaic if costly operation of the Missouri State 
Government at Jefferson City. 

State Superintendent of Schools King is paying 
out to the nearly 9000 school districts of Missouri their 
semi-annual apportionment of one-third of all the 
receipts in the general revenue fund. This time it is 
$6,481,629. That means it is $926,147 more than it 
was in the first six months’ period last year. Nearly 
a million increase this period—that’s all. 

This arbitrary one-third which the Legislature 
grants to the schools is no more fair to the schools 
than it is to the other functions of the State. So 
long as the schools receive this golden flow—this 
one-third of the State’s revenue pie—they will lack 
incentive to do anything fundamental about improv- 
ing school administration. Missouri will go on having 
9000 school districts when a fraction of that num- 
ber would mean better as well as less costly schools. 

We need to make democracy work for the schools, 
too. 
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Three more days iwill tell the story of Britain’s 
fate, the Germans say. However, our favorite book- 
maker informs us that no Hitler money has been 
cabled over here as yet. 
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THE CANADIAN DEFENSE PACT. 

Acting on his own initiative and on his own author- 
ity, the President concluded arrangements with 
Prime Minister W. L. MacKenzie King of Canada for 
a permanent joint board on defense. 

Only a Philadelphia lawyer would stress the legal- 
istic hair-line that keeps this pact from being an out- 
right alliance—an alliance with a dominion of an 
Empire now at war. Had the President actually ne- 
gotiated a treaty of alliance—the sort of entangle- 
ment against which Washington warned the nation— 
it would, of course, have been subject to the ratifica- 
tion of the Senate. 

But there is no point in objecting too strenuously 
to his procedure in this case. After all, it has long 
been understood by the American people that the 
Monroe Doctrine embraces Canada. Certainly, if

MR. WILLKIE ON THE POPULAR FRONT. 

Even though Wendell Willkie’s acceptance speech 
contained its fair share of the generalities to which 
such orations are subject, it must have been en- 
couraging to many, especially because of its treat- 
ment of the problems raised by the European war. 

But one section of it was disconcerting. In it, 
Mr. Willkie made the Blum regime the scapegoat 
for the tragedy that has overtaken France. In the 
Popular Front days, Mr. Willkie said, the French 
“forgot that freedom must be dynamic.” He added 
that “while Germany was building a great new pro- 
ductive plant, France became absorbed in unfruitful 
political adventures and flimsy economic theories.” 
From this he would have us learn that “we must 
regain prosperity and restore the independence of 
our people.” Was not that just what Leon Blum was 
trying to do? 

Now that Al Smith has gone over to the G. O. P. 
camp, perhaps Mr. Willkie will join him in looking 
at the record. If so, he should learn that, under 
Blum, French production rose to levels not reached 
before or since. A government that got such results, 
although in power for only a year before it was 
stabbed in the back, seems to us to have had a fair- 
ly dynamic concept of democracy. 

What were the “unfruitful political adventures and 
the flimsy economic theories” of the Popular Front? 
Were they not, essentially, an effort to find the wid- 
est popular base for a free government? Were they 
not the establishment of the right of collective bar- 
gaining, wage and hour standards and similar badly 
needed social reforms—the same objectives Mr. Will- 
kie outlined Saturday? 

The fundamental cause for the French eollapse 
is all too clear by now. Correspondent after corre- 
spondent has blamed it on the extreme Rightists, the 
men who always were secretly more or less pro- 
Fascist—the men who put their own selfish interests 
above the interests of the nation. 

It is, of course, relevant to mention Germany in 
connection with the economy of pre-war France. It 
is impossible to say whether the Popular Front would 
have been much better prepared for invasion than 
was the succeeding Daladier regime. However, it 
set a better pace than was later maintained. 

Certainly, Mr. Willkie does not offer the “great 
new productive plant” of the Germans as a model for 
the United States. With his slave labor, Hitler pro- 
duced guns all right, but we intend to have guns and 
butter, too. 

Judging from the rest of his speech, these remarks 
seem an unfortunate and, in their implications, an 
unwitting inclusion. But, having spoken them, it 
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will behoove Mr. Willkie in the campaign ahead to |

THE MINNESOTA ANTI-STRIKE LAW. 

Gov. Stassen’s anti-strike law, discussed in a spe- 
cial article in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, is a very 
daring piece of legislation. Perhaps that is why it is 
getting such effective, if quiet, ballyhoo in some 
quarters. 

The Minnesota law flies in the face of the Fed- 
eral labor policy, not only as this is set forth in the 
New Deal’s Wagner Act, but also in legislation like 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act and the rulings of the 
Supreme Court on the right to picket. 

In fact, its supporters’ one great fear is that it may 
be tested before that tribunal. They know that, 
rather than “soothing syrup” for the unions, it is a 
blackjack held over their heads. 

But the effectiveness of the Minnesota law is not 
to be questioned. It virtually forbids strikes by 
forcing unions to postpone them, in some cases as 
long as two months. During this time, an employ- 
er may make preparation to avoid any harassment 
that might be caused by a walkout. 

The measure is, therefore, nothing less than a one- 
sided compulsory arbitration law. If workers choose 
to resist its forced “conciliation,” what can they do? 
They may not even picket the entrance of a struck 
plant. 

This law has been deplored by such outstanding 
experts in the field as Prof. Charles O. Gregory of 
the University of Chicago law school. Its extreme 
nature has been deplored on this page. 

Strikes are a nuisance to all concerned. Every- 
thing in reason should be done to eliminate them. 
But no permanent good can come of a one-sided 
measure. Democracy is near its end if it becomes 
& means for venting the spleen of a special group— 
any group. Legislation must be above passion. It 
must consider the rights of all groups that it may 
cover, And it must be dedicated to the general wel- 
fare,

“There is something inherently wrong,” 
something out of accord with the ideals of 
representative democracy, when one por 
tion of our citizenship turns its activity 
to private gain amid defensive war, while 
another is fighting, sacrificing or dying for 
national preservation. 

* . . 


“Out of such universal service will come 
a new unity of spirit and purpose, a new 
confidence and consecration which would 
make our defense impregnable, our triumph 
assured. Then we should have little or no 
disorganization of our economic, industrial 
and commercial systems at home, no stag- 
gering war debts, no swollen fortunes t 
flout the sacrifices of our soldiers, no ex 
cuse for slackerism, no outrages of treason. 
Envy and jealousy would have no soil for 
their menacing development, and revolution 
would be without the passion which engeD- 
ders it.” 

It was not Eugene V. Debs who uttered 
those words; nor Robert M. La Follette 
Sr., nor Samuel Gompers—not even Wood- 
row Wilson. It was the high priest of “nor 
malcy,” the symbol of Republicanism and 
big business—President Harding, in his ir 
augural address.

“The crowning responsibil- 
ity of our profession,” Dr. Counts 
told the“teachers, “is to assist and 
guide the young in fashioning a 
great vision of the future of our 
country—the vision of guarding 
here in North America the human 
gains ‘of the centuries during a 
possible age of darkness .. .” 

“Through Our Own Example.” 

Dr. Counts continued: hT“uorgh 
our own example we should lead 
children and youth, not only to 
contemplate this vision, but also 
to give it substances, to devote 
their energies and enthusiasms to 
the task of fulfilling its provisions. 
But in doing all of this we should 
caution them lest they let fall from 
their hands the only instrument 
with which they can assure the 
future of their rights and liberties 
—the method of political freedom. 
Such a vision is indispensable to 
the defense of our democracy 
against the corrupting sweep of 
totalitarian doctrine. 

“The crux of our problem is the 
teacher. Democratic education re- 
quires two conditions here: Of the 
teacher, loyalty to the essential 
values of democracy: of society, 


security and freedom for the teach-' 


er in both school and community. 


/Only democratic teachers, free and 


secure in their posts, can rear a 
generation of free men and wom- 
en.” 

Describing Britain as the “last 
bastion of human freedom beyond 
the Atlantic,” Dr. Counts said if 
Britain falls “one of the maddest 
and most sinister geniuses ever to 
appear in history will hold the Old 
World in thrall and cast his halign 
shadow over the entire earth.” 

Heavy Responsibility.

Admonished by Green. 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
called on the teachers’ federation 
to “make clear to the nation that 
you are an American institution.” 

“The impression, rightfully or 
wrongfully, has gone abroad that 
your union has been controlled by 
those who have been flirting, at 
least, with an economic philosophy 
contrary to the ideals of the sys- 
tem of the United States of Ameri- 
ca,” Green told the convention. 

“The membership of the labor 
movement cannot flirt with any 
‘ism’ in America other than Ameri- 
canism,” he asserted. 

He said he was not referring to 


present leaders of the federation. 

Asserting that the “heart of the 
labor movement” is responding to 
the program for national defense, 
Green said, “loyalty to our trade 
unions presupposes loyalty to our 


Government. It is a primary re- 
quirement that members of organ- 
ized labor must be members of the 
Government, supporters of the Gov- 
ernment.”

: THE SAME program is to be followed to train her to know 
that her father and mother will sometimes go out at night and 
leave her in bed at home.

This takes more time to do than for me to write it, but nothing 
worth while is accomplished with children in a jiffy. This 
training begins early, when the child is still an infant in arms, 
so that by the time he is two or three there is no question in 
his mind about his mother leaving him.

Wise Defense 
Spoils South's 
Line of Attack

ter war against the establish- 
ment of declarer’s side suits. 
Often it actually is worthwhile to 
sacrifice a trick rather than permit 
this maneuver by the declarer. To- 
day's hand is typical of this theme. 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable; 60 part 
score, 
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The bidding: 
South West North Fast 
1 spade Double Pas 2 hearts 
Doubie Pass 2 spades 3 diamonds 
3 spades Pass Pass Pass 
Obviously, East and West “had 
their necks out” in defending 
against the part score. West's 


take-out double was shaded almost 
to the vanishing point, and East's 
second bid, on his attenuated dia- 
mond suit, was a clear case of des- 
peration. Nevertheless, these bids 
succeeded in pushing South to a 
contract that he found impossible 
to fulfill against the defense that 
was put up. South’s bidding was 
correct. He was justified in hop- 
ing that three spades could be 
made, whereas he could figure only 
a small penalty against the oppo- 
nents. 

West's opening lead, a low spade, 
was admirably calculated to protect 
his holdings in side suits. Dummy 
played low, and East's 10 lost to the 
king. Declarer saw that it would 
be futile to lead out the ace and 
another heart; the defenders had 
already indicated their intention 
to prevent a ruff in dummy. There- 
fore declarer shrewdly calculated 
his best chance was to establish 
dummy’s club suit and use the jack 
of spades as an entry (‘the spade 
ace was virtually marked in Wests 
hand.) 

On the lead of the ace and nine 
of clubs, however, West withheld 
his king, even tho he knew that by 
so doing he would be more than 
likely to lose it. Declarer over- 
took his own nine spot in dummy, 
and followed up his plan by lead- 
ing the club queen, with the inten- 
tion of throwing a heart on it. 
East scotched this rudely by 
trumping in, and after that no mat- 
ter how the declarer twisted and 
turned he never could avoid the 
loss of two heart tricks, two dia- 
monds, and the ace of spades. 

Had East failed to ruff the trick 
that his partner could win, no sub- 
sequent defense could have availed. 
Deciarer, as mentioned, would have 
thrown a heart. West would have 
had to win with the king, and could 
have made no return that would 
have resulted in five tricks for his 
side. Dummy’'s spade jack would 
have remained a certain entry for 
the cashing at least one club 
trick. The entire crux of the hand 
had been defenders’ battle 
against the establishment and cash- 
ing of dummy’s club suit.
